At any given period every community will have its own broad but distinct sense of morality, 
although it will change, sometimes drastically, over time. Even when we make comments such 
as "Morals are declining in the West", we are referring to a form of morality prevalent in 
the West, although it is different to the morality followed by us and may not be approved 
by us. 


In a similar way to religion there is clearly an overlap between law and morality. Many acts 
that are considered immoral by the vast majority of people, such as killing and stealing, 
are also illegal. Law and morality thus have striking similarities and are interconnected. They 
are both codes of conduct for the smooth functioning of society. They lay down standards

of behaviour. Quite apart from the fact that law is passed by Parliament and is found in the 
decisions of judges, law carries authority because it is moral. People wish to follow laws 
and not break them because they consider them to be morally right. In addition, when one 
wishes to advise another not to do something wrong, for instance to assault someone, law 
reinforces morality by making the act in question illegal as well as immoral, thus giving a 
further forceful reason not to commit the wrong. 


Apart from the areas of overlap, however, law and morality occupy quite separate ground. 
While, as seen above, the law often regulates matters which are neither moral nor immoral, 
it also refrains from, interfering in certain areas where it may appear moral to do so. An 
often mentioned example is that of a person passing by a drowning child and failing to pull 
the child out of the water, even though the person could have done so with no risk to him/ 
herself. Many would consider such inaction to be immoral, since generally morality would 
command one to save a life where it could easily be saved. But in the eyes of the law this 
person’s failure to pull the child out is perfectly acceptable. In other words it is lawful.
